branch  office  or  store. 

Record  of  Purchases  and  Sales 

8.  Every  person  holding  a  licence  under  section 
43  of  the  “  Pharmacy  Act  ”  shall  keep  a  register  of 
all  purchases  and  sales  of  the  poisons  listed  in 
Regulation  No.  2  made  by  him,  and  shall  honestly, 
fully,  and  legibly  record  in  such  register  in  order 
of  date: — 

( a )  A  record  of  all  purchases  of  poisons,  show¬ 
ing  place  and  date  of  purchase,  name  of 
vendor,  quantity,  name  and  details  of  poi¬ 
sons  purchased;  and 

(b)  A  record  of  all  sales  of  poisons,  showing 
date  of  sale,  name  and  postal  address  of 
purchaser,  the  name  and  quantity  of  all 
poisons  sold,  to  which  entry  the  signature 
of  the  purchaser  and  the  person  actually 
selling  the  same  shall  be  affixed.

9.  All  records  kept  under  these  regulations  shall 
be  open  to  inspection  by  any  police  officer,  the 
registrar  and  inspectors  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Association  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
and  any  person  designated  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture. 

Display  of  Licence 

10.  Every  person  holding  a  licence  under  section

Labelling  of  Poisons 

11.  The  box,  vessel,  bottle,  wrapper,  or  cover  in

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature
